CRUSHING COSTS 

Minneapolis is North America’s 

third most expensive city, says The Economist

F ew would discount the notion that 
the cost of living in Minneapolis 
is rising to unpleasant levels. At 
the same time, few would argue 
that we have it worse than San Francisco, 
D.C., Seattle, Chicago, or Boston. 

But oh we do. At least according to 
The Economist, 
perhaps the lead¬ 
ing economics 
magazine of the 
English-speaking 
world. 

The Economist 
just released its 
annual World¬ 
wide Cost of Liv¬ 
ing report, which 
ranks the world’s 
cities based on their 
unbearable expense. The magazine fac¬ 
tors in housing and transportation costs, 
utilities, food, clothing, and more than 400 
prices on everyday products and services, 
from a loaf of bread to a pack of cigs. And 
since The Economist tends to cater to the 
well-to-do, it even includes the cost of 
private schools and domestic help. 

No American city made the world’s 


Top 10, largely due to a weak dollar. New 
York naturally finished first among North 
American burgs, followed by Los Angeles. 
But tucked in third place—ahead of all 
those towns known for their punishing 
costs—was little old Minneapolis, which 
is also ranked the 26th most expensive 
city in the world. 

The report 
doesn’t break down 
what led to Minne¬ 
apolis’ inexplicable 
ranking. But as 
tends to be the case 
in such matters, it’s 
usually not so much 
breathtaking costs 
in a few areas—i.e. 
prices for a condo 
or abotde ofwine— 
but consistently high costs across the board. 

The world’s five most expensive cities 
are Singapore, Paris, Zurich, Hong Kong, 
and Oslo, respectively. 

The cheapest? Damascus. If you’re will¬ 
ing to overlook sectarian warfare, regular 
bombing, and the occasional chemical 
weapon, there are apparently good deals 
to be had. - pete kotz

Josh Quixote 


A suburban teen reports to the front lines of Ukraine’s civil war 


O ne day whenhe was twoyears old, 
Josh Meters’ eyes rolled up in his 
head. He bit his tongue, drawing 
blood, then fell unconscious. 
“I’d never seen anything like it before,” 
says his mom, Katherine, whom most 
people know as Kit. 

Josh had epilepsy, a cruelly pervasive 
neurological condition. Medication can 
lessen the incidence or severity of seizures, 
but there is no cure. 

The worst one, by Josh’s account, hap¬ 
pened when he was 14 and running on the 
Spring Lake Park High cross country team. 
A couple miles into his second race of the 
day, Nieters felt his cognition slipping away. 

“It’s like you can’t process the date or 
the time, or understand people,” Niet¬ 
ers says. “And then... the next thing you 
know, you’re waking up slowly, trying to 
remember what’s going on.” 

Josh’s cross country career ended. He 
wouldn’t risk the embarrassment of another 
public seizure. 

Still, Nieters was a highly motivated 
student. Kit remembers her son creating 
a school newspaper for his classmates— 
when he was in first grade. “Josh always 
had something he was interested in,” 
she recalls. 

Often, that thing was World War II, 
where his grandfather served on a Navy 
cargo ship. Nieters wanted to follow in 
his footsteps. His plan disintegrated the 
day he learned the United States military 
does not accept enrollees with epilepsy. 

Nieters had two options: lie or give 
up his dream. He came up with a third. 
Couldn’t he just sign up with someone 
else’s military? 


Research taught him he could, so long 
as he didn’t wind up fighting Americans. 
Without telling anyone his plan, Nieters 
found his alternative in Ukraine. 

As he was finishing high school last 
year, the Ukrainian civil war—started by 
righteous separatists, or cynical Russians 
on a land grab, depending which side you 
ask—was wedged in a stalemate. Soldiers 
patrolled a half-dozen front lines. Occa¬ 
sionally someone got clipped by a sniper, 
but open engagement was rare. 

Nieters planned to join Pravyi Sektor, or 
“Right Sector,” a nationalist outfit spawned 
during the overthrow of a corrupt, Russia- 
backed government. Right Sector is often 
accused of fascism, but Nieters thought 
he could separate the group’s politics 
from its aim of protecting Ukraine from 
Vladimir Putin. 

He bought a plane ticket and told his 
family he was going camping with friends. 

Things did not go according to plan. 
Right Sector members weren’t waiting for 
him at the Kiev airport. Instead, Nieters 
fell in with men supposedly raising money 
for a veterans’ charity. 

He contacted his family. His mom, still 
planning a post-graduation open house for 
Josh, thought it was one of Josh’s jokes. 
He sent pictures to prove it. 

“I was worried out of my mind,” Kit 
says. “I thought, ‘Who’s he with? Does 
he know what he’s doing?”’ 

He didn’t. Nieters says it took several 
days before the vets’ charity fraudsters he 
met were “apprehended,” and he finally 
linked up with Right Sector, who shipped 
Nieters off for a 10-day training session 
in rural Ukraine. 


Nieters’ troop spent “a couple hours a 
day” on weapons training and wander¬ 
ing in the woods. They ate borscht (beet 
soup) for all three meals. Among those 
who could speak English, some “tried 
to get money” from the American, but 
others were “very nice.” A few told him 
he shouldn’t be there, risking his life for 
something the Ukrainians should work 
out themselves. 

After training, Nieters was sent to the 
front. Or something like it. “There had been 
some farmers fighting over land. We were 
there to make sure nothing happened.” 

The only person in much danger was 
Josh. Afraid he would run out of epilepsy 
medication, Nieters cut his dosage to stretch 
it out. He had a seizure, which alarmed 
his fellow Right Sector members. Then 
he had another. 

Nieters’ parents had managed to ship 
him one package of medicine. A second 
got hung up in Ukrainian customs, which 
demanded a $700 fee from Josh, who con¬ 
sidered this a solicitation of bribery. Kit, 
losing sleep back in Blaine, saw a chance 
to pull her son to safety. 

“I told him this was a medical emer¬ 
gency,” she says. “I also thinkby that time 
he had let go of some of the idealism, once 
he realized the layout of things.” 

While in Ukraine, Nieters messaged 
often with Jessica Staricka, a close friend 
of his older brother’s, who describes Josh 
as “shy” and “gentle, certainly not scary.” 
In late August, Josh asked her to help him 
surprise his family. 

At the airport, Staricka was stunned 
at Nieters’ new appearance: fatigues and 
boots, his “big curly hair” replaced by a 



soldier’s trim. On the ride to his house, 
Nieters made a request. 

‘We stopped at an Arby’s,” she says, “and 
he gave me some of his hryvnia [Ukrainian 
currency], and I bought him a shake.” 

Kit Nieters concedes her son’s disap¬ 
pearance tested her Christian faith. But 
his risky transgression was soon forgiven. 

“I remember being that age,” Kit says. 
“Questioning my lifestyle, where I was 
from, who I was. I remember doing the 
whole identity thing, asking what do I 
want to do with my life. And I remem¬ 
ber, at the time, I didn’t think about my 
parents much.” 

Josh is now enrolled at Moorhead State 
University, where he’s stud34ng to become 
a paralegal, and slowly making friends 
through a history club and a church group. 
He’s only starting to tell them about his 
bizarre summer trip into the frozen, boring 
core of a geopolitical morass. 

“I don’t feel like it went so well, but at the 
same time, I did it,” he says. “It did change 
my view, too. I wanted to be a soldier. I 
realize now it’s more important to figure 
out how to end wars, instead of fighting 
in them.” 03

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A t this stage in his life, 
Wayne Kostroski can 
legitimately claim to 
be a self-made man. 

The silver-haired, 
66-year-old restaura¬ 
teur from Edina runs 
Cuisine Concepts, 
which founded time-honored Minne¬ 
apolis eateries Tejas, Goodfellows, and 
Bar Abilene, and runs a wholesale bakery 
that supplies stores and restaurants in 17 
states. The 24-hour bread factory, built on 
the former site of a crime-ridden Super 
America, has provided hundreds of jobs 
to Ventura Village. 

Kostroski has chaired the Edina Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. He’s volunteered at 
food banks and lectured business stu¬ 
dents on hard-fought lessons from the 
entrepreneurial battlefield. 

In 1992 when the Super Bowl first 
came to Minneapolis, it was Kostroski 
who came up with the “Taste of the NFL.” 
It would be a red-carpet benefit catered 
by A-list chefs, attended by celebrities, 
with proceeds goingto food shelves across 
the nation. This “party with a purpose” 
made $100,000 in its first year. Revenues 
surged into the many millions over the 
next three decades. 

When Kostroski was named the James 
Beard Humanitarian of the Year in 2010, 
it seemed like a cumulative ruling that 
he was not just a self-made man, but 
almost a saint. 

Yet that reputation came with an aster¬ 
isk. No one bothered to ask the workers 
at his bread factory. 

COMPANY BOY 


The sweet, malty aroma of fresh bread 
emanates from the gently humming 
warehouse that squats at the corner of 
East Franklin and South 11th avenues. 
It penetrates the entire neighborhood, 
wafting like a lazy fog. 

At night, when the lights are on inside 
Franklin Street Bakery, second-shift sil¬ 
houettes come to life like shadow play. 
Through colossal window decals advertis¬ 
ing luscious-looking sandwiches, workers 
in white smocks and hairnets sort buns 
along winding assembly lines and scuttle 
troughs of leftover dough across the floor. 

Angel Camacho, one of the youngest 
workers at 30, is changing parts on the 
machine that forms hot dog and hoagie 
buns. He’s pulling bread racks from the 
ovens and running them to the cooling 
fans, helping people move pallets. 

Camacho grew up one of eight children 
in a small country town pinched between 
Guatemala’s western highlands and its 
Pacific coast. At 16, he put school aside 
to help his father plant corn and sesame 
on rented farmland. 

All his life he’d heard fables of the 
American dream. An older brother lived in

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Minnesota, flipping burgers at an airport 
McDonald’s. When that brother called 
home with contacts for a coyote, a smug¬ 
gler who would bring Camacho to the 
United States, Camacho paid $4,000 for 
fare to the desert border between Mexico 
and Arizona, which he crossed on foot 
by starlight in the silent company of 30 
strangers. 

He had his picture taken for a fake 
ID in a warehouse in California, then 
boarded a plane for Minneapolis. Cama¬ 
cho soon found work at the New Delhi 
restaurant on Nicollet and enrolled at 
South High School. But within a year 
his brother returned to Guatemala, New 
Delhi closed, and—left alone to find his 
fortune—he quit school and knocked at 
Franklin Street Bakery. They put him to 
work loading cases of bread on pallets. 

Over the next 10 years, he transitioned 
through every department, learning how 
to operate the machinery that gave life 
to bread. 

Three years ago, Camacho was car¬ 
rying a 45-pound box of plastic on his 
shoulder when he slipped on a sheet of 
dust coating the concrete floor. The box 
tumbled down his right arm. He heard a 
violent pop, felt a flash of pain. He could 
no longer lift the arm up to his shoulder. 

The cartilage surrounding his shoul¬ 
der socket had torn, leaving Camacho 
disabled. Months later he underwent 
surgery, spent seven weeks out of com¬ 
mission, and returned to work while 
undergoing physical therapy to regain 
strength and movement. 

To managers, it was as if his doctor’s 
restrictions meant nothing, he says. They 
reassigned him to scouring burnt bread 
racks with steel wool, a task requiring 
the pulverizing force of his injured arm. 

Since he was hurt on the job, Camacho 
was owed workers comp, but the bakery 
wavered on promises to pay his mounting

hospital bills. He had to retain a lawyer 
to get his due. 

Many rounds of physical therapy later, 
Camacho still has not regained his full 
range of motion. Handicapped at a young 
age, his wages have been frozen since his 
injury. Camacho says he has no doubt that 
his bosses would leap at any chance to 
discard him for a more able-bodied hire. 
It’s the bakery’s modus operandi, he says. 

THE DISPOSABLE WORKER 


F or two years, the workers of Frank¬ 
lin Street Bakery have been trying 
to form a union with the power 
to remedy what they describe 
as a miserly workplace culture rife with 
danger and disrespect. Interviews with 
employees and research compiled by the 
Bakery and Confectionary Union both 
claim that 20 industrial ovens running 
around the clock would cause the interior 
of the Franklin Street Bakery to exceed 
100 degrees in the summer months. 
Water isn’t allowed in working areas, 
and supervisors’ expressions turn dour 
the more employees ask for permission to 
take water and bathroom breaks, work¬ 
ers claim. 

Multiple employees say the bakery is 
a disaster in waiting. They would faint 
from heat stroke, according to the bakers 
union. OSHA logs show they’ve trapped 
limbs in conveyer belts and strained their 
backs heaving pans and pallets across 
wet floors smeared with dough. 

While supervisors barked to move faster 
and push harder, workers have sliced their 
arms changing blades on machines, and 
run each other over pushing racks full 
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of bread pans stacked too high and too 
wide to see around, breaking bones and 
crushing fingers, according to the logs. 

(Kostroski and his partner, Mark Hau¬ 
gen, dismiss the workers’ allegations as 
“unfounded” and “without merit.” But 
they wouldn’t specify which ones, and 
chose to answer only limited questions 
about the bakery’s practices by email. 
Neither responded to repeated requests 
for a full interview.) 

When someone is injured, workers and 
their attorney Steve Teplinsky say they’re 
steered to company doctors known for 
discharging patients with findings that 
minimize their 
pain. To obtain 
full workers comp, 
they’ve learned to 
consult their own 
doctors and hire 
lawyers. 

There are 
other problems 
boiling beneath 
the bakery’s sur¬ 
face. Sedentary 
wages—these days 
starting at $11 an 
hour—prevent 
many veteran employees from buying 
health insurance. The bakers union says 
an arbitrarily enforced attendance log is 
particularly punishing to single moth¬ 
ers who get to work a few minutes late 
or leave early to pick up their children. 

Workers have no sick time —only PTO— 
so people end up having to report for duty 
even when they’re ill, workers complain. 
And if they are so flagrantly contagious 
that the bakery sends them home, they 
still get docked attendance points that 
could eventually be used to fire them. 

Unionizing, they came to believe, was 
their only hope. 

They’d tried once before, back in 2004, 
when Franklin Street’s workforce was 
nearly all Latino, paid around $6 an hour. 
Employees reached out to Bakery and 
Confectionery Union Local 22. Franklin 
Street fought back. 

Workers held a vote and elected not 
to form a union. Local 22 filed unfair 
labor charges with the National Labor 
Relations Board, alleging that managers 
interrogated workers and threatened to 
punish disloyalty with calls to Immigra¬ 
tion. Those complaints were eventually 
withdrawn when workers were unwilling 
to pursue the charges, an organizer said 
at the time. 

A decade later, about half of the work¬ 
force was unceremoniously shown the 
door after Immigration audited the bak¬ 
ery’s records and found discrepancies in 
employees’ documents. By law, Franklin 
Street had to give workers reasonable time 
to correct their paperwork. Instead the 
bakery had them work overtime, produc¬ 
ing excess inventory while training a new 


crop of temps, according to employees 
including Camacho, who had by then 
obtained permanent resident status. 

Without notice, managers then cor¬ 
ralled workers in the middle of a night 
shift to declare that those without legal 
documents need not return to work, 
recalls Brian Payne of Centro de Tra- 
baj adores Unidos en Lucha, an immigrant 
advocacy group. Employees on subsequent 
shifts were barred from entrance. When 
the bakery withheld their final paychecks, 
about 30 fired workers demonstrated on 
Franklin Avenue, he says. 

While workplace raids are not uncom¬ 
mon, employers 
are rarely held 
responsible for 
undocumented 
staff. The U.S. 
Attorney’s Office 
of Minnesota 
hasn’t prosecuted 
a single such case 
in recent memory. 
Though it’s illegal 
for employers to 
“knowingly” hire 
undocumented 
workers, bosses 
aren’t expected to be document experts. 

That out clause allows companies to 
simultaneously plead ignorance to their 
employees’ status, while equipping them 
with the ultimate weapon to subdue any 
crusade for better conditions—the threat 
of deportation. 

But the mass firing of Latino workers 
brought natural-born replacements, along 
with document-protected immigrants. 

Forty-five-year-old Ned Neterval was 
among those who looked around him and 
saw wages frozen at starting rates, with 
no paid holidays or time off. He says he 
saw people pressured to work through 
breaks without pay, others sent home 
for questioning food contamination. He 
could not keep quiet. 

He began to ask colleagues what they 
thought of unionizing. When word trav¬ 
eled to management, he found himself 
in one-on-one meetings, where he was 
warned his meddling could cause the 
bakery to fold, Neterval says. 

Meanwhile, others were approach¬ 
ing the same local with wide-ranging 
complaints. They organized surrepti¬ 
tious meetings on Saturday mornings 
at the Waite House food shelf, a place 
familiar to workers who couldn’t feed 
their families. Like Travis Reinhardt. 

Reinhardt, a 35-year-old Brainerd 
transplant, was living out of a car with 
his pregnant girlfriend when he found 
a job at Franklin Street Bakery. At first, 
he thought of himself as a company man. 
He had faith he could negotiate his own 
wage increases with each new task he 
mastered. When an industrial silo broke, 
he heaved 50-pound bags of flour into

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a mixer manually without complaint. 
Within a year, he could afford to rent 
an apartment. 

But a tremble began to creep down 
his arm, accompanied by migraines that 
clouded his vision for weeks on end. 
Pinching pain in his spine seemed to 
tug his neck askew. He says his doctor 
told him he developed a herniated disc 
from repeated lifting. 

When he asked to fill out an injury 
report, the first thing a manager asked 
was if he wanted to resign, Reinhardt 
says. Quitting was out of the question; 
he had to make a life for his family. 

So he took a three-month unpaid leave. 
County assistance and his girlfriend’s 
hourly job at Nordstrom Rack sustained 
them. Driving her to the mall, there were 
times Reinhardt battled to stay awake 
at the wheel because pain kept him up 
all night. 

His workers comp claim was settled 
only through legal action. That’s when 
Reinhardt realized how little he mattered 
to the company. 

‘The managers would literally bark at 
us to run faster, move, move, move, move, 
go,” he says. “If they were indeed that 
frickin’ busy, then they should expand. 
Don’t try to pressure the people who 
are there to work harder than they’re 
capable of because that’s when people 
get injured, when they make mistakes.” 

THE BENEVOLENT JEFE 


A t the tail end of the ’60s, Wayne 
Kostroski played in a band called 
Circus, which gained a sizable 
following touring Wisconsin’s 
dive-bar circuit and opening for bigger 
names like Ted Nugent and Muddy 
Waters. Kostroski was good enough on 
bass. But what he really took away from 
the experience was booking shows, nosing 
around the bar industry, taking notes on 
what it took to run a restaurant. 

By 2014, he was standing in a lecture 
hall at the University of Minnesota’s Carl¬ 
son School of Management, microphone 
clipped to his collar, arms crossed over 
an amiable sweater vest, radiating a bit 
of that old rock-star bearing. His pre¬ 
sentation is full of levity. It’s clear he’s 
in his element, spreading the gospel of 
entrepreneurship. 

The students ask about automation and 
employee retention. Kostroski answers 
boisterously. But when they ask if he offers 
health insurance, he pauses and restarts 
his answer, as if a complex response is 
required. It’s been four years since Con¬ 
gress mandated that employers with more 
than 50 workers must offer insurance or 
pay a penalty. 

“Nobody takes it,” he explains. “Every¬ 
body talks about the benefits package. 
We have a benefits package. Many of the 
minorities that work where we’re at... a 


good number of them are working here 
to send money back home, so they don’t 
think like we do all the time.” 

He goes on to explain that his workers 
come from all over the world, where some 
are used to jefes who don’t treat them 
well. By contrast, Franklin Street offers 
free six- to eight-week English courses, 
he says. And once a year, he sits down 
with each employee over coffee to chat 
about life and family. 

“There’s a phrase that someone once 
told me, which I tell to my kids, ‘Be an 
individual that brings out the best in those 
around you,”’ Kostroski says sagely. “If 
you do that, chances are you’re going to 
be successful.” 

(When asked about the coffee and 
English classes, workers only laugh. The 
courses were a one-time experiment a 
decade ago, they say. There is no coffee 
with the boss.) 

Yet Kostroski captivates the Carlson 
class with the karmic drama of his success, 
in which the essential parable seems to 
be that courageous ventures, undertaken 
with heart, are met with great reward. 
In his telling, Franklin Street may have 
been the salvation of Ventura Village. 

At one point, Kostroski says, he and 
his partner Haugen had looked at each 
other, flush with the joint realization 
that they could become a real asset to the 
community by building the bakery there. 
He doesn’t mention it had been the Ameri¬ 
can Indian Development Corporation—a 
nonprofit developer that toiled endlessly 
to diminish crime on Franklin Avenue 
in the early 2000s—that seduced them 
with a redevelopment package including 
more than $1 million of public funding. 

Kostroski takes the same approach 
of businessman-as-savior in describing 
his Taste of the NFL, the celebrity din¬ 
ner that burnished his reputation as a 
businessman of benevolence. 

Yet in 2016, the charity filed an audit 
with the attorney general’s office. In the 
past, he’d claimed that “all proceeds” went 
directly to food shelves. The numbers 
told a different story. 

That year, the NFL’s signature feast 
brought in about $2.5 million in revenue. 
Only $660,000 was awarded to hunger 
relief programs. The bulk was folded 
right back into the cost of throwing 
the party, including $180,000 to Cui¬ 
sine Concepts, Kostroski’s company, as 
a management fee. 

THE WHOLE TRUTH 


B ack at the bakery, management 
responded to rising union talk by 
hanging signs in the break room 
banning workers from speaking 
Spanish, and claiming that an ongoing 
union drive prevented the company, by 
law, from improving any benefits. Workers 
took pictures of the signs, which would

eventually reach the hands of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

Production was halted so employees 
could attend a series of mandatory meet¬ 
ings, in which company representatives 
stressed that the only goal of a union was 
to solicit dues, and that forming one could 
leave workers for the worse. 

Employees say Franklin Street also 
began to target pro-union workers, 
60-year-old Rosa Baires among them. 

She took a leave to go to New York so she 
could bury her ex-husband and comfort the 
son they had together. When she returned, 
managers said there was no work for her, 
though she had left with their permission. 

Baires, backed by a troop of co-workers 
and Local 22 President Bruce Peglow, 
confronted Kostroski at his Edina office. 
Kostroski dialed 911. Before police arrived, 
Baires spoke to Kostroski alone while the 
others waited just beyond his office doors. 

The conversation between the top boss 
and one of his lowliest workers, a woman 
who prepared dough for thousands of 
loaves each night, is a war of wills. 

Baires asks a plain question: Why 
had she been fired when she’d gotten 
permission to attend her ex-husband’s 
funeral? Kostroski’s responses are circu¬ 
itous, evasive. He’s seemingly unaware 
that Baires is taping his every word. 

Kostroski’s agitation cuts clear through 
the recording. He implies that Baires 
was dishonest, exaggerating her family 
emergency and lying about rushing to 
the side of her dead husband, when it 
was only her ex-husband. But he refuses 
to explain further. Since she no longer 
works for him, she deserves no more. 

‘‘1 care a lot. I care a lot about the truth,” 
he scolds her. ‘When someone does not 
tell me the whole truth when I ask for 
it, then I’m done.” 

Yet it’s clear Kostroski knows little 
of his own employees. Baires’ husband.

Julio, works beside her at the bakery. 
He is very much alive. 

Baires was denied unemplo 5 mient. The 
story from the bakery was she’d quit, 
Baires stated in an affidavit later submitted 
to the National Labor Relations Board. 
She scoured the Waite House for food, 
where she’d run into old co-workers. 
Eventually, Local 22 helped her find new 
employ at TreeHouse Foods in Fridley, 
another wholesale bakery with a union 
and a starting wage of $14. 

In the end, the union filed dozens of 
complaints with the National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board, which found that Franklin 
Street likely committed 50 violations of 
federal law. 

As Local 22 president Peglow thinks 
back to the day Baires challenged 
Kostroski, he’s stupefied by the appar¬ 
ent contradiction between the king of 
charity’s public image and the way he 
treats his employees. 

“He was just being a real asshole, disre¬ 
spectful, condescending,” Peglow recalls. 
“And here he’s a humanitarian raising 
money for food shelves? Forgive me, but 
you don’t have me convinced. That’s not 
the kind of man you really are.” 

STRAW MAN 


I n March 2017, Franklin Street reached 
a settlement with Local 22. Without 
admitting fault, the bakery agreed 
to provide each employee with a bill 
of their rights as guaranteed by federal 
labor law. 

These included promises that the bak¬ 
ery would not prevent workers from using 
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the bathroom and speaking their native 
languages. Managers would no longer 
call them “rabble rouser” or “liar” for 
trying to unionize. 

The bakery also agreed to backpay for 
Baires and another worker who alleged 
she was fired for her union activity. Both 
were given the chance to return to work 
at Franklin Street—only Baires re-applied. 

When she reported for duty, she was 
relegated back to a starting wage of $11.50 
an hour. Co-workers asked why she would 
leave the better pay and conditions at 
TreeHouse. 


little stake in changing a longstanding 
culture. And there can be no fair elec¬ 
tion if bakery bosses won’t commit to 
remaining neutral, allowing employees 
to organize without fear of reprisal. Local 
22 believes. 

This sort of arrangement, called a labor 
peace agreement, would bar workers 
from striking or protesting during the 
process. Kostroski won’t abide. He insists 
management retain the right to argue 
against unionization. 

“We have proposed them more than 
once, agreements that don’t surrender

TreeHouse understood her need to 
settle a score, Baires says. Plus, her hus¬ 
band still worked for Franklin Street, and 
they shared a car. When she worked in 
Fridley and he in south Minneapolis, he’d 
have to wait an hour after his shift ended 
for her to pick him up. The extra $3 she 
earned at TreeHouse wasn’t worth it. 

On the eve of Super Bowl 52, Kostroski 
presided over his 27th Taste of the NFL, 
a homecoming at St. Paul’s RiverCentre. 
Five blocks away at the Labor Center, 
Franklin Street workers were having a 
dinner of hamburgers and cole slaw with 
a federation of other unionists, raising 
money for local food shelves. 

Afterward, they zipped on their snow 
pants and trudged into the snow and 
slush, through crowds of confused football 
fans swarming single-mindedly toward 
concerts and happy hours, chanting, “No 
Justice, No Bread.” 

The way Kostroski sees it, Franklin 
Street has been the target of a personal 
corporate campaign. The National 
Labor Relations Board complaints were 
“unfounded and without merit,” he says. 

It’s been two years since the union 
drive began, he notes, and there has yet 
to be a vote. But the union would rather 
conduct PR attacks, rallies, and press 
conferences. “A shame,” he says, “but 
it is beyond our control.” 

But Local 22 faces obstacles of its 
own. Gathering signatures in a work¬ 
place with a revolving door of employees 
has been a Sisyphean feat. As soon as 
they gather a majority, workers quit or 
are fired, replaced by new people with 


our employees’ fundamental rights to be 
informed or that disenfranchise them,” 
he says. “The union has rejected them.” 

TRENCHES 


D ena Lagace is pregnant, a week 
away from a scheduled Cae¬ 
sarean section, loading trays 
of bread into a machine that 
polishes each batch with an egg wash 
before it’s sent to the ovens. To reach the 
trays in the lowest shelves of the bread 
rack, she stoops low, her full moon of a 
belly hanging heavy between her knees. 

She says her doctor’s notes advised 
against this sort of motion. Supervisors 
gave Lagace the task an3rway. 

When she joined Franklin Street around 
2014, she was a single mother, looking for 
full-time work that allowed her to be home 
with her three girls nights and weekends. 
She could never afford health insurance, 
and raises were few and far between. With 
no paid time off and children who were 
often sick, her attendance record suffered. 
Still, she avoided union talks, content to 
have a job at all. 

That was until Lagace began to date 
Marco Tacuri, a longtime worker and 
vocal union supporter. In mandatory 
meetings when managers would try to 
convince workers of how the bakery was 
a family, and how families didn’t need a 
third-party negotiator, Tacuri would bring 
up what happened when Immigration 
audited Franklin Street in 2013. Lagace 
began to attend union meetings at the 
Waite House. 

Soon, management told them they could 
neither speak to each other nor eat their 
lunches together, the couple says in a let¬ 
ter to the city council seeking help. Then 
Tacuri was assigned to the arduous duty 
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of dumping baked bread onto a conveyer 
belt, an assignment that requires lifting 
pans of about 15-20 pounds each, rack 
after rack, and banging them hard to knock 
the bread loose. 

The bakery’s practice was to rotate 
workers out of this station every two hours. 
Tacuri and Lagace say he manned it alone 
for three days straight. He believes bosses 
were trying to force him to quit. 

When he didn’t, they fired him an 5 way. 
Tacuri says he’d gotten permission to leave 
work 15 minutes early one day so he could 
pick his daughter up from school. HR 
insisted he’d simply walked off the job 
without notice. The bakery called Tacuri’s 
allegations ‘"unfounded,” and declined to 
comment further pending review by the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

Tacuri had been saving his vacation 
time—a new benefit introduced since the 
union campaigntookhold—forthe moment 
Lagace went into delivery. He’d been saving 
money so she could take time off. 

“They give me fired, I don’t have any¬ 
thing. You understand?... I am the man,” 
he says, “I need to take money to the house, 
take money to buy food. This I do. But 
no, this time, this getting fired, I cannot 
do an 5 Thing.” 

The move led to another round of com¬ 
plaints filed with the National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board. This time, Franklin Street 
hasn’t settled. Tacuri and Lagace both 
have been subpoenaed by the bakery’s 
lawyers for all their digital communica¬ 
tions. An administrative hearing will take 
place in April. 

In January, Rosa Baires whispered to 
her husband that she had an unnaturally 
persistent headache. She felt tired and 
dizzy—the same S 5 miptoms that everyone 
else in their production line seemed to 
be complaining of all at once. Without 
warning, a co-worker crumpled to the 
floor. Baires watched as others carried 
the woman into the break room. She felt 
her own breaths come short. 


Rosa Baires, who was rehired by 
Frankiin Street Bakery after a federai 
iabor agency found merit to her 
ciaim that she was fired for her union 
support, recentiy fainted at work 
from carbon monoxide poisoning. 


Baires fell. When she regained con¬ 
sciousness, she found herself propped 
against a dumpster on the loading dock. An 
ambulance took her to Hennepin County 
Medical Center, which determined she 
had carbon monoxide poisoning. 

The fire department measured 280 ppm 
of carbon monoxide in the production 
area, and ordered maintenance to turn 
off all the ovens. The Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration continues to 
investigate. 

When Baires went to the company 
clinic for a follow-up appointment, she 
says, the doctor declared her fit and ready 
to return to work. She protested. Her 
head ached still, and the suffocating 
weight on her chest had not subsided. 
The doctor insisted she was fully recov¬ 
ered, closed her case, and ordered her 
to return to work. 

That day she called her personal phy¬ 
sician for a second opinion. Her doctor 
concluded that she was not well and 
advised additional home rest. 

The bakery had been poised to fire her 
when she didn’t show up for work, Baires 
says. But because she had orders from her 
doctor that contradicted the company’s, 
she could not be dismissed. Her symptoms 
persist, and she still doesn’t know when 
she will be ready for work. 

She also doesn’t know how much longer 
she can last at Franklin Street. She says 
the demands on her 60-year-old body 
are more than she can bear, and she has 
no love left for a company that has never 
allowed her to prosper. Like the others, 
she believes forming a union is her only 
unfinished business. 03

If anyone can make the skyway a dining destination, it’s the St. Paul punk 
behind some of the most inventive vegan food in the Twin Cities

A few weeks ago, business people 
strolling through the Alliance 
Bank Center building on their 
lunch hour heard something we 
can all but guarantee they hadn’t heard 
there before: grindcore. 

You know. Grindcore. The abrasive, 
noisy, thrashy metal and punk offshoot 
that birthed bands like Napalm Death and 
Agoraphobic Nosebleed. It’s decidedly not 
your standard skyway-salad-and-chill 
soundtrack. But, like distorted trumpets 
hearkening the arrival of a DIY-or-die 
duke, those squealing guitars and growling 
vocals signaled news of their own: Evan’s 
Organic Eatery has a new chef It’s Colin 
Anderson, who opened Eureka Compass 
Vegan Foods last year. And he brought his 
record player with him. 

A sudden sonic shift isn’t the only thing 
that’s different at Evan’s of late. ‘We’ve 
gone from a pretty static menu to new items 
every day,” Anderson says, looking up from 


the prep table where he’s readying one of 
those very items: a bean-based breakfast 
“sausage” patty so recent it’s listed above 
the counter in hastily scrawled Sharpie. 
The menu will continually evolve in an 
attempt to become a zero-waste kitchen, 
“so we will be adjusting recipes as we go, 
keeping a strong foundation to the recipes, 
but maybe tossing in that last bundle of 
chard to get it consumed.” 

There’s this, too: Until earlier this month, 
Evan’s wasn’t a vegan restaurant. Since 
Anderson stepped into the kitchen for the 
first time on March 5, he’s transitioned the 
lunch stop to a completely plant-based 
menu. 

All of this aligns with the ethos Anderson 
had at Eureka—his tucked-away gem on 
Aldine Street in St. Paul—which is what 
attracted Evan’s co-founders to their new 
chef in the first place. Though Eureka some¬ 
how fell to the curse of best-kept-secrets 
even among vegan Twin Citians, a robust 
online community knew the restaurant 
well. People who followed Anderson on 


Instagram would make a point to drop in 
during trips from London, from Israel, 
from Venezuela. 

That’s because, in its (now temporarily 
shuttered) kitchen, a tattooed vegan in a 
knit cap was doing something revolution¬ 
ary: coming in with no plan each morn¬ 
ing, then cooking totally different, totally 
from-scratch, entirely plant-based dishes 
every damn day. ‘Yes, this is the menu,” a 
chalkboard yellowed from constant fill¬ 
ing-in and erasure told you each morn¬ 
ing and afternoon, followed by three-ish 
plates packed with local vegetables, most 
of which were available for between $4 
and $6. You could usually count on vegan 
croissants, plus muffins and pop tarts that 
married some ever-changing combination 
of fresh fruit. You could definitely count on 
the soundtrackbeinggood, ever34hingfrom 
Bad Brains to Propagandhi to Miles Davis 
to A Tribe Called Quest. That was about it. 

The result? Some of the cleverest vegan 
fare an 5 where in the Twin Cities—though 
of course, if you had a collard wrap you 


loved once, you might not again, or at least, 
not prepared exactly the same way, for a 
longtime. 

“I think, seriously, I cooked 600 different 
dishes at Eureka,” Anderson says. “There 
are restaurants that go 10 years and don’t 
cook that many dishes.” (He did it in about 
as many months.) 

Anderson’s been a vegetarian since 
2000 and a vegan for around nine years, 
but he’s always been cooking. The former 
Boy Scout learned early how to feed and 
fend for himself In high school, he added 
the chemistry of cooking to his repertoire, 
making caramels and clusters at his family’s 
gourmet confectionery, the century-old 
Anderson’s Candy Shop in northern Illinois. 

His shift to a plant-based diet started 
when he was working on an organic farm 
in the early 2000s, where he first saw the 
ins and outs of what we farm, what we eat, 
and how the intersection of those things 
adds up to something greater than filling 
us up at meals. “All veganism is, in my opin¬ 
ion, is just conscious consumption. I’m an

environmentalist,” he says. “If someone’s 
going to go out, and hunt a deer, and eat 
that, and sustain their family, great—we 
need to keep the deer population in control.” 

That’s a pretty measured take coming 
from aguy who’s sometimes running around 
the kitchen sporting a tee from the vegetar¬ 
ian deathgrind band Cattle Decapitation. 
(Printed on it “Turn loose the missiles, hear 
the sirens/Since all our species knows is 
violence.”) But Anderson doesn’t strike you 
as someone serious. He wears an infectious, 
near-permanent smile. His voice and laugh 
are equally booming, bouncing off of every 
stainless steel surface in the kitchen. His 
responses to questions leap through geo¬ 
graphic locales and decades and subjects; 
one inquiry is answered with a 10-minute 
talk that begins with Buddhism, reroutes to 
a recent lunch with a friend, takes a detour 
to gender inequality, and circles back to the 
evils of factory farming. 

He seems so ebullient that it might con¬ 
vince you to eat vegan in a sort of When 
Harry Met Sally..., I’ll-have-what-she’s- 
having moment. And that actually is hap¬ 
pening: “People are coming here and being 
like, look at these guys. How are you just 
loving it every day?” 

For Anderson, that’s kind of the whole 
idea. He’s passionate—not militant. He 
really, really wants people to think about 
what they eat. Ideally, that will lead them 
to go vegan, or at least convince them to 
try eating that way a little more. 

Now, here’s where you might (not 
unjustifiably) worry that his cooking—so 
unlike anything else in the Twin Cities— 
will lose some of what made it sparkle 
in a fast-casual skyway spot. He doesn’t 
see it that way: “I didn’t mourn Eureka 
because I’m doing the same thing down 
here at Evan’s.” The bootstrapped, day- 
by-day spirit comes with him wherever 
he goes. And Eureka will be back in action 
soon, too—this time as a vegan pizzeria. 
(The pizza shop kick-off is April 27-29 for 
the St. Paul Art Crawl, with a pay-what- 
you-want-or-can pizza buffet, treats from 
Green Garden Bakery and Totally Baked 
Donuts, and art by Robert Lindgren.) 

Besides, what better way for an animal- 
rights ambassador and environmentalist to 
show a whole new group of people how 
good an egg-free egg sandwich or kale and 
shredded beet salad can be? To introduce 
bankers and brokers to the near-infinite 
possibilities that exist beyond pork and 
beef and chicken and fish? 

‘Tou have red lentils, yellow lentils, black 
beans, split peas, kidney beans, garbanzo 
beans, soy, jackfruit,” Anderson rattles off 
“Every vegetable, every fruit. The insane 
amount of combinations within that. You’ve 
stepped into this world that is so vast—why 
would you only eat this?”

by removing suspected alterations made 
by pla 5 wright Thomas Middleton after 
Shakespeare’s death. Powers refines the 
core narrative (involving the lechery 
of a hypocritical judge) while relating 
its themes of gender inequity to our 
current culture, where women still find 
themselves fighting to have their voices 
heard. As founder of the Redeeming 
Time Project, a nonprofit dedicated 
to using theater to inspire positive 
change in the lives of incarcerated and 


recently released prisoners. Powers has 
much experience using Shakespeare to 
make a connection with nontraditional 
audiences. And with Theatre Unbound 
celebrated for its focus on increasing 
representation for women, this 
production possesses a vitality perfectly 
aligned to our moment in time. 7:30 
p.m.

Tomb Raider plops a more human Lara Croft into a world too realistic to be any fun

T he meaty thwap of fist against flesh 
we hear as Alicia Vikander’s Lara 
Croft grimly struggles to hold her 
own in a kickboxing match lets 
us know early on that Tomb Raider exists 
not in some elaborate CGI fantasia where 
superpowered warriors transcend gravity 
and mortality. This is an all-too-real world 
where bodies feel pain and heroes can be 
physically defeated. The most imposing 
aspect of the muscular yet slim Lara is her 
determined stare, and all that’s superhu¬ 
man about her is a stubborn refusal to die 
after she impetuously thrusts herself into 
one life-imperiling situation after another. 

But though Lara may be posing as just 
some scrappy London bike courier, she’s 
actually (duh) the potential heiress to the 
massive Croft fortune. All she needs (and 
refuses) to do to cash in is sign a few papers 
acknowledgingthe death ofher father (Dom¬ 
inic West), who disappeared mysteriously 
(is there any other way to disappear?) seven 
years earlier. But before she assents, Lara 
discovers the truth: Lord Croft, who had 
a secret life as an adventurer in the realm 
of supernatural antiquities, sailed to the 
island of Yamatai to prevent the remains 
of the witch queen Himiko from falling 


into the hands of a shadowy international 
organization known as Trinity. 

Lara immediately pawns her signature 
jade necklace and hies off to HongKong with 
a stack of cash and Lord Croft’s journals, 
where she meets Lu Ren (Daniel Wu), the 
son of the ship’s captain her father had hired 
to help him on his quest. Searching for their 
fathers, Lara and Lu are shipwrecked on 
Yamatai, where they must outwit the vicious 
Mathias Vogel (Walton Groggins) and the 
agents of Trinity to prevent Himiko’s pow¬ 
ers from being unleashed upon humanity. 

Along the way, Vikander strikes just the 
right mix of streetwise survival instinct and 
haughty aristocratic entitlement, downing 
baddies handily with bow and arrow. (No 
two-fisted pistol blasting for her. Yet.) She’ll 
make you forget the winking, self-objectified 
glamour of Angelina Jolie’s Lara even if you 
somehow enjoyed the earlier Tomb Raider 
adaptations. In fact, her commitment to 
humanizing Lara is so magnetic it’s tempting 
to say she deserves a better movie. 

Really though, she just deserves a more 
relaxed one; Tomb Raider is far too hung 
up on rising above its video game pedigree, 
too leery of its cornball m 3 ^ology. Director 
Roar Uthaug energetically if unimagina¬ 
tively choreographs action sequences that 
have more in common with an old-school

Bond flick than a modem superhero outing: 
a pla 5 dul bike race through the streets of 
London, a chase by foot along the Hong 
Kong docks, an escape from a rusted-out 
airplane suspended above a waterfall. But 
his enthusiasm wanes when it’s time for 
Lara to solve puzzles and outwit booby 
traps—to, you know, tomb-raid. 

Uthaug can’t quite reconcile the b-movie 
premise with his grimly realist approach—at 
times, it’s like watching Werner Herzog’s 
Indiana Jones and the Pitiless Cruelty of 
Nature. And Goggins underplays Vogel as a 
beleaguered project manager trying to get 
his crew back on schedule, flashing little 
of the psychotic charisma that allowed his 
Boyd Crowder to so memorably split the 
difference between villain and antihero 
on Justified. 

Like any potential franchise-starter. Tomb 
Raider often seems to exist primarily to 
promote its sequel. No one would begrudge 
Vikander a long, profitable future of mur¬ 
dering smug men who underestimate her, 
and the final sequence here suggests that 
the sequel might be more fun. Then again, 
that’s what trailers are supposed to do. 03

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IT’S ALL RELATIVE 

Culture clashes abound in Danai Gurira’s Familiar

ow playing at the Guthrie, Famil¬ 
iar, which premiered in 2015, 
was written by Danai Gurira. 
A successful pla 5 rwright whose 
Eclipsed (2009) earned a Tony nomination 
for Best Play, Gurira is more widely known 
as an actor whose screen credits include 
Black Panther and The Walking Dead. 

Set in an unnamed Minneapolis sub¬ 
urb (Gurira went to college at Macales- 
ter). Familiar employs a classic dramatic 
premise. Tendi (Sha Cage), a 34-year-old 
attorney, brings her fiance, Chris (Quinn 
Franzen), home to meet her rambunctious 
extended family on the eve of the couple’s 
wedding. Tendi’s parents are Zimbabwean 
immigrants; her mother. Marvelous (Perri 
Gaffney), is happily planning for a con¬ 
ventional Christian ceremony. 

Tendi’s aunt Anne (Wandachristine), 
however, has flown in with plans to con¬ 
duct a traditional Shona ceremony known 
as “roora,” in which Chris will negotiate 
a bride price with the help of his con¬ 
fused brother Brad (Michael Wieser). The 
engaged couple agree, expecting a largely 
symbolic nod to the family’s roots—but 
they’re in for some surprises. 

While the story’s basic structure is 
timeworn and some key developments 
feel awkwardly contrived, Gurira builds 
a lot of substance and character-driven 
comedy into this play about pride and guilt 
in a bi-continental family. The differences 
between the family’s native country and 
their adopted home extend beyond cultural 
customs: Zimbabwe has been racked by

political and economic upheaval, leading 
to profound suffering for Tendi’s family. 

At one point, Chris suggests that it’s 
time for Tendi to face the meaning of her 
identity as an African woman. That’s a 
presumptuous statement from a self- 
described average white guy, but it does 
allude to the difficult choices facing his 
fiancee and her family. As professionals 
who’ve achieved significant wealth, what 
do they owe to ‘"Zim,” and to themselves? 

Director Taibi Magar doesn’t run from 
the tension these characters are experi¬ 
encing. Most of them spend much of the 
play along a continuum from annoyance 
to outrage, and Magar honors the integ¬ 
rity of those emotions while also hitting 
Gurira’s comic notes for a few big laughs. 

Cage’s leadingrole is tremendously chal¬ 
lenging: She has to convey the authority 
of her confident character and then pivot 
to devastated vulnerability, all while leav¬ 
ing room for a little silliness. She delivers 
a powerhouse performance, filling the 
spacious stage with the intensity of her 
character’s frenzied feelings. As Tendi’s 
parents, Gaffney and Harvy Blanks ably 
lead the rest of the cast. 

Familiar will both open and moisten 
many eyes with its exploration of some 
of the pains and the joys of the immigrant 
experience, in a meaningful contemporary 
context. 03

Warren Thomas Fenzi 
sorts through 
the wreckage of 
his past on fVTF

W hen Warren Thomas Fenzi 
sold his acoustic guitar and 
drums for drug money, he 
knew he needed help. His 
high school alcohol and pot habit had pro¬ 
gressed to opioid and heroin addictions dur¬ 
ing his time as a student at Berklee College 
of Music. The drum-set performance major 
would get “super fucked-up” to write a song, 
only to wake up in the morning and realize 
it wasn’t any good. Now he was literally 
pawning his dream of being a professional 
musician for a quick fix. 

“I’m the type of person that, when I 
find something that works, I just want to 
do it all the time,” the willowy, goateed 
26-year-old says over coffee. “That was 
the case with substances.” 

In 2014, Fenzi dropped out of school 
and completed a 30-day residential rehab 
program in Arizona, where he grew up. 
He then spent a year of sober living in 
Huntington Beach, California. Eager to 
get back into music again, he relocated to 
Minneapolis to play with his former college 
roommate Karl Remus, the frontman of 
Lucid VanGuard, who’s also sober. Two 
soon became five, and the Kremblems 
Collective, a record label and group of 
affiliated musicians based in northeast 
Minneapolis, was born. Remus, along 
with Bailey Cogan (of 26 Bats), Christian 
Wheeler, and Daniel “Chavo” Chavez not 
only back Fenzi but play in each other’s 
bands as well; everyone except trumpeter 
Chavez fronts a band. 

‘We’re all so versatile in our skills that we 
can shapeshift very easily,” Fenzi says. ‘We’re 
all supportive of each other’s projects.” 

By 2017, Fenzi had enough solo material 
for an album, so he launched a Kickstarter 
that raised over $8,600 for his solo debut, 
WTF. To meet his goal, he reached out to 


each of his Facebook friends individually. 
“That was my first experience being a sales¬ 
man,” he says. “I’m really grateful for it 
because I think it toughened my skin up.” 

WTF is a concept album—Fenzi imagines 
it like a movie, with each song a different 
scene. Drawing upon bands like the Shins, 
Neutral Milk Hotel, and Modest Mouse, his 
sound is atmospheric, evocative of the wide 
West Coast vistas he grew up around. The 
album is centered on themes of growth and 
honesty, with two prominent female influ¬ 
ences. One is an ex; she and Fenzi weren’t 
together long, but “it was the first time where 
I was OK with the fact that things didn’t 
work out,” he says. “In the past, I would 
be super resentful. Or I’d be like, ‘It’s your 
fault, not my fault.’ I think that has a lot to 
do with me being sober. It’s like, ‘There’s 
nothing wrong with either of us. It’s just 
not meant to be.’” 

Another woman, Fenzi’s aunt, inspired 
“Wish I Would Have Called.” She made 
him a pillow with his initials, WTF, sewn 
on the front for his fifth birthday. When 
she was dying from cancer in 2012, Fenzi’s 
parents urged him to call her. But when he 


finally did, his uncle informed him that 
she’d died three days prior. Fenzi missed 
his opportunity to say goodbye because 
he’d been so distracted by his addictions. 

Aphotographofthat beloved WTF pillow,

on Tuesday, 

the eve of his four-year sobriety anniver¬ 
sary-fitting, given that music motivated 
him to get sober and has helped him stay 
that way. “It’s my meaning to life,” he says. 
Sobriety also changed his creative process, 
primarily because he can focus now. Exer¬ 
cise, twice-daily meditation, meetings, 
and journaling have also been crucial to 
his recovery. 

Though Fenzi has had the occasional 
craving, a phone call to a friend is usu¬ 
ally enough to quash it. “As long as I’m 
keeping up with things I need to do, if 
I’m being honest with myself, if I’m giving 
back, if I’m being of service to people, if

I’m showing up every day the best way I 
can, then those things don’t even come 
into my mind,” he says. 

If he’s at a party, he’s keenly aware of 
when people get ramped up and he needs to 
leave. He’d rather go to bed an 5 way and get 
up early to work on his music. He’s noticed 
that the people he admires in the industry 
have a low tolerance for drunken behavior 
as well. “I don’t want to work with people 
that are constantly getting high or are drunk 
a lot,” he says. “I’m like, 'I’m probably just 
not going to call you. I don’t care how good 
you are. You’re not reliable.’” 

He hopes to collaborate with those 
local artists who have their act together 
in the future. With enough music written 
for another record, he’d like to try a new 
approach to recording and releasing it next 
time, pairing up with different musicians 
on each track and releasing them as singles. 

Fenzi also has designs on moving the 
entire Kremblems Collective to the West 
Coast—while they’re still young, unattached, 
and child-free. Long-term, he hopes he can 
make a “comfortable living” as an interna¬ 
tional musician as well as score films. He 
also aims to be a “pillar of hope for people 
that want to be in the industry” without 
relying on drugs and alcohol for their cre¬ 
ative or energetic boosts. He’s made quite 
the case for clean living as a conduit for 
momentum, having toured to Arizona, 
Colorado, California, Illinois, Louisiana, 
Texas, and Wisconsin over the past year 
while still holding down a food-runner job 
at the Dakota Jazz Club. 

“That whole rock-star mentality is, I think, 
less and less of a reality for musicians,” he 
says. “This day and age, you’re managing 
yourself Record labels are still absolutely a 
thing, but it’s also very possible to do things 
on your own. No one’s taking care of you. 
You’re not just getting paid and people give 
you drugs and all you have to do is just show 
up. No. You have to do all of this.” 03

Ace High 

Is she really asexual.^ 

T ’m a 26-year-old cis queer woman. 
My best friend has identified publicly 
as asexual for the past two years. She 
does have sex, however, and she enjoys 
it, which I know isn’t disqualifying. But she 
actively seeks out sex partners and sex. She 
insists that because she doesn’t ‘"need” sex 
the way she presumes the rest ofus do, she is 
asexual. I have an issue with this. I’ve never 
had partnered sex and never really felt the 
desire for it. I’m happy with emotional inti¬ 
macy from others and masturbationfor my 
sexual needs, and I do not particularly desire 
a romantic or sexual partner. My friend gets 
offended if anyone questions her label. I usu¬ 
ally defend her to others since she’s my friend, 
but I’ve grown annoyed at her identifier, to 
the point that this may be starting to affect 
our friendship. I’ve kept silent because I don’t 
want to make her feel attacked—but in the 
privacy of my own head. I’m callingbullshit 
on her asexuality. I don’t particularly want 
to come out as asexual to her. Am I just being 
a shitty gatekeeping asexual? Do I need to 
just accept that labels are only as useful as 
we make them and let this go? 

ACTUALLY COITUS EVADING 

Asexuality— it’s a real thing. 

“Several population-level studies have 
now found that about 1 percent of individu¬ 
als report not feeling sexual attraction to 
another person—ever,” Dr. Lori Brotto writes 
in the Globe and Mail. The data supports 
the conclusion that asexuality is a sexual 
orientation on par with heterosexuality, 
homosexuality, and bisexuality. “[Asexual¬ 
ity] is not celibacy, which is the conscious 
choice to not have sex even though sexual 
desires may endure,” Brotto writes. “Rather, 
for these individuals, there is no inherent 
wish for or desire for sex, and there never 
has been. They are asexuals, though many 
prefer to go by the endearing term ‘aces.’” 

Asexuality—it’s a point on a spectrum 
and it’s a spectrum unto itself 

“There is a spectrum of sexuality, with 
sexual and asexual as the endpoints and 
a gray area in between,” says the Asexual 
Visibility and Education Network website 
(asexuality.org). “Many people identify in 
this gray area under the identity of ‘gray- 
asexual’ or ‘gray-a.’ Examples ofgray-asex- 
uality include an individual who does not 
normally experience sexual attraction but 
does experience it sometimes; experiences 
sexual attraction but has a low sex drive; 
experiences sexual attraction and drive 
but not strongly enough to want to act on

them; and/or can enjoy and desire sex but 
only under very limited and specific cir¬ 
cumstances.... [Some] asexual people in 
relationships might choose or even want 
to have sex with their partner as a way of 
showing affection. Others may want to 
have sex in order to have children, or to 
satisfy a curiosity, or for other reasons.” 

As for your friend, ACE, well, according 
to the Protocols of the Elders of Tumblr, 
we’re not to express doubt about someone’s 
professed sexual orientation or gender 
identity. So even if your friend pulls the 
cock from her mouth and/or the pussy off 
her face only long enough to shout, “I’M 
ACE,” then she’s ace, ACE. Maybe she’s 
asexual in the “gray-a” sense, i.e., under 
certain circumstances (awake, aware, 
conscious, alert, sentient), she experi¬ 
ences sexual attraction. Or maybe she’s 
an actual asexual who is having sex for 
“other reasons.” 

But just as asexuality is a thing, ACE, so 
too is bullshit. Denial is a thing, and sex 
shame is an incredibly destructive thing. 
Like the guy who has a lot of gay sex but 
refuses to identify as gay or hi, it’s possible 
your friend is just a messy closet case—a 
closeted sexual, someone who wants sex 
but doesn’t want to be seen as the kind of 
person who wants sex since only bad people 
want sex. Some people twist themselves 
into the oddest knots so they can have what 
they want without having to admit they 
want it. But even if it sounds to you (and 
me) like your friend’s label is suspect, you 
should nevertheless hold your tongue and 
allow her to identify however she likes. 

And if you find yourself getting annoyed 
when your ace-identified friend starts in 
on how she doesn’t really “need” all the 
sex she’s having, ACE, do what I used to 
do when I had to listen to guys I knew for 
a fact were having tons of gay sex go on 
and on about how they didn’t really “need” 
cock: smile, nod, roll ’em over, and fuck ’em 
in the ass again. (Feel free to swap “change 
the subject” for “roll ’em over” and “leave 
the room” for “fuck ’em in the ass.”)
